ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 10: 

THE CONTRACT AND PURCHASING ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS: 

Section 1. Section 10-8.2 of the Cook County Purchasing Ordinance is hereby amended, and as 
amended shall read as follows: 


Bid Specifications and Disclosures 

10-8.2. Specifications for all bids shall contain the information contained in Sections 10-7(1) 
and 10-7(2) of Chapter 10 of this Ordinance, and bidders shall c e rtify submit an affidavit on a 
form provided by the Countv. stating that they hav e r e ad th e information contain e d in 
S e ctions 10 7(1) and 10 7(2) and ar e not in violation th e r e of are in compliance with all 
provisions of this Ordinance. Failure to submit the required affidavit shall deem a bidder 
non-responsive and thereby ineligible for consideration. 

fa) All bids shall disclose all political contributions made by the bidding entity, or any 
employee in a management position with the bidding entity, or owners, officers or directors, 
to any elected Cook County official during the four years prior to the due date of the bid. 

(b) Each bidding entity shall disclose the names of all its employees, directors, officers and 
contractual employees previously employed by Cook County within the four years prior to 
the due date of the bid.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ETHICS ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS: 

Section 1. Section 2.9 of Article II of the Cook County Ethics Ordinance is hereby amended, and as 
amended shall read as follows: 
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2.9 Post Employment Restrictions 

(a) No former official or employee shall assist or represent any person other than the County 
in any judicial or administrative proceeding involving the County if the official or 
employee was counsel of record or participated personally and substantially in the 
proceeding during his or her term of office or employment. 

(b) No former official or employee shall assist or represent any person in any business 
transaction involving the County, if the official or employee participated personally and 
substantially in that transaction during his or her term of office or employment. 

(c ) No former official or employee may, for a period of one two years after the termination 
of his or her term of office or employment, knowingly accept employment or receive 
compensation or fees for services from an employer if the employee or official, during 
the year immediately preceding the termination of County employment and on behalf of 
the County participated personally and substantially in the decision to award County 
contracts with a cumulative value of over $25,000 to the person or entity, or its parent or 
subsidiary. 

(d) The requirements of this Section may be waived by the Board of Ethics if the Board of 
Ethics finds in writing that the County’s negotiations and decisions regarding the 
procurement of the contract or contracts were not materially affected by any potential for 
employment of that official or employee by the employer. 

(e) This Section applies only to persons who terminate an affected position on or after the 
effective date of this Ordinance.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the 2000 Census determined that minorities account for 52.4 percent of the population of 
Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, minority-owned businesses with paid employees constitute only 14.5 percent of the total 
number of firms, 2.9 percent of total business sales and receipts, 4.8 percent of total employees, and 3.6 
percent of total payroll in Cook County, according to the 1997 Economic Census; and 

WHEREAS, women-owned businesses with paid employees constitute only 16 percent of the total 
number of firms, 4.1 percent of total business sales and receipts, 7.7 percent of total employees, and 5.7 
percent of total payroll in Cook County, according to the 1997 Economic Census; and 
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WHEREAS, this dramatic under-representation of minorities and women in the economic life of Cook 
County is a serious socioeconomic problem; and 

WHEREAS, the certification of women and minority business enterprises was originally established in 
order to help women and minority-owned businesses by increasing their opportunities and ending the 
disparity in contracts awarded to women and minority owned businesses; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners rightly enacted the Cook County Minority 
Business Enterprise/Women’s Business Enterprise Ordinance to address the problem of low minority and 
women-owned business participation; and 

WHEREAS, abuse in the County's minority and women-owned business assistance programs harms 
those minority and women-owned businesses which abide by the rules and should be the legitimate 
beneficiaries of the Cook County Minority Business Enterprise/Women’s Business Enterprise Ordinance; 
and 

WHEREAS, recently a sub-contract with a county certified minority business was found by a federal 
magistrate to serve no “commercially useful” function and has exposed the County to lawsuits; and 

WHEREAS, other local government bodies, such as Maricopa County, Arizona, have determined that it 
is better to outsource their MBEAVBE certification programs because outsourcing is more cost effective, 
non-politicized and objective. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that an outside, independent, audit of all current 
MBEAVBE contracts be conducted to determine the legitimacy of their current MBEAVBE status; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the County should immediately begin the process of outsourcing 
the certification of MBEAVBE contractors through a competitive bid process. 


Commissioner Quigley, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Resolution be 
referred to the Committee on Contract Compliance. (Comm. No. 270506). The motion carried 
unanimousiy.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, 88,000 parcels (excluding religious exemptions) of all Cook County real estate tax parcels 
have been declared tax exempt by Illinois Law; and 

WHEREAS, there is no uniform method for reviewing the basis for such tax exemption after it is initially 
granted; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Assessor annually reviews the owners’ affidavit of exempt property which 
states the actual use of the land; and 
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WHEREAS, there should be a more detailed review periodically to protect Cook County taxpayers from 
tax exemptions where they are no longer warranted by the manner in which the land is being used. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Assessor shall for all exempt 
property at least every five years review the basis for all exemptions granted to real estate property 
owners to determine if the basis for the exemption is still in existence; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Assessor shall require every five years any property owner 
claiming an exemption to file certified information that proves the continuing basis for an exemption 
exists; 

AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if the Assessor finds from the evidence presented by the 
property owner that the basis for the exemption no longer exists, the Assessor shall return the property to 
the tax rolls and the Assessor shall refer the evidence to the Illinois Department of Revenue and the 
State’s Attorney of Cook County for appropriate action. 


Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved that the Proposed Resolution be 
referred to the Tax and Revenue Subcommittee. (Comm. No. 270507). The motion carried 
unanimously.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook has been in a budget crisis during its fiscal year 2005; and 

WHEREAS, in order to balance the budget, not raise taxes and place further burden on the tax paying 
body of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, in order to not experience the same last minute budgetary hardships again in fiscal year 
2006 it is important for the Cook County Board of Commissioners to begin thinking about and acting 
upon the budgetary processes for the next year in advance; and 

WHEREAS, in order to save money for the taxpayers of Cook County and to balance the County’s 
budget, the County of Cook needs to enter into an intergovernmental relationship and agreement with the 
Forest Preserve District of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, by conducting a study to realize the amount of tax dollars that will be saved by researching 
the feasibility of consolidating the Finance and Administrative Department functions and the Planning 
and Development Department functions both of the Forest Preserve District into the County of Cook; and 

WHEREAS, the combined budgets of these two departments within the Forest Preserve District can be 
transferred and combined into the one department within the County of Cook. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that this text 
be spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable Body and this Resolution be referred to the 
Finance Committee and the Legislation and Intergovernmental Relations Committee and of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners for further discussion. 
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Commissioner Moreno, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Resolution be 
referred to the Committee on Finance (Comm. No. 270508) and the Committee on Legislation and 
Intergovernmental Relations (Comm.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, Cook County, following Section 15-65 of the Property Tax Code of Illinois, exempts all 
property from taxes when “actually and exclusively used for charitable or beneficent purposes, and not 
leased or other wise used with a view to profit”; and 

WHEREAS, not-for-profit hospitals are granted property tax exemptions as a part of this exemption 
class; and 

WHEREAS, not-for-profit hospitals have a special obligation to the public because they are supported by 
the taxpayers and in exchange for their tax-exempt status, not-for-profit hospitals are expected to serve a 
charitable mission and put the health needs of the community first; and 

WHEREAS, it is important that not-for-profit hospitals that receive public benefits through tax 
exemptions should return that benefit to the public through their charity care programs; and 

WHEREAS, hospitals throughout Illinois will be filing reports under the Community Benefits Act of 
Illinois for the first time this year; and 

WHEREAS, these reports will provide information to the public about the hospitals’ organizational 
mission statements and will disclose the Community Benefits Plans for serving the health care needs of 
the community; and 

WHEREAS, other counties and government jurisdictions have already had cases that required them to 
address how tax exemption status should be determined in relation to not-for-profit hospitals; and 

WHEREAS, there are seventy-six hospitals in Cook County, fifty-four of which are non-profit or church 
operated; and 

WHEREAS, any change to the current tax exemption status would have far reaching affects on the 
economic impact hospitals have in Cook County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board, or the appointed committee 
thereof, hold a hearing to determine how not-for-profit hospitals’ charity care practices should impact 
their tax exempt status; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Illinois Attorney General’s Office, The Illinois Department of 
Revenue and the Cook County Assessor’s office should be available to provide information at this 
hearing regarding the current status of tax-exemptions for not-for-profit hospitals in Cook County and 
Illinois, 
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Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to suspend the rules so that this matter 
may be considered. The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved that the Proposed Resolution be 
referred to the Tax and Revenue Subcommittee. (Comm. No. 270512). The motion carried 
unanimously.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, over seventy non-profit hospitals benefit from property tax exemptions in Cook County and 
have a moral, financial and legal responsibility to provide quality health care to the poor and uninsured; 
and 

WHEREAS, in June of 2005, non-profit hospitals will begin filing an annual report known as a 
“Community Benefits Plan,” in accordance with state law which will include the amount of charity care 
and other community benefits the hospital provides; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to receiving exemptions from Cook County property taxes (which according to 
independent research accounts for approximately 20% of the total annual value of the hospital’s 
preferential tax status), non-profit hospitals in Cook County also may receive exemptions from various 
federal and state income taxes, state and local sales and use taxes, tax-exempt bond financing, and tax- 
deductible donations; and 

WHEREAS, in order to qualify for property tax exempt status in Cook County, the property utilized by 
the non-profit hospital must be exclusively used in a charitable manner, as determined by the Illinois 
Department of Revenue during its review of certificates of exemption; and 

WHEREAS, currently, the Assessor’s Office cannot calculate an approximate assessed value for tax 
exempt non-profit hospitals and, therefore, there is no information to gauge the monetary savings non¬ 
profit hospitals accrue through their tax exempt status; and 

WHEREAS, unlike a typical homeowner who receives an exemption based on a percentage of the 
home’s assessed value through the Homeowner’s Exemption, a non-profit hospital receives a total 
exemption from the hospital’s assessed value; and 

WHEREAS, in order to fairly and accurately weigh the monetary value of the non-profit hospitals’ 
property tax exemption against the dollar amount given back to the community through charity care and 
other community benefits, it is necessary to analyze the hospital’s Community Benefits Plan along with a 
report from the Assessor’s Office that details each hospital’s estimated assessed value and the estimated 
exempt dollar amount. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby require the Cook County Assessor’s Office to provide an annual report to the Board listing the 
estimated assessed value and the estimated exempt dollar amount of each non-profit hospital in Cook 
County beginning with the current year’s tri-annual reassessment. 


Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to suspend the rules so that this matter 
may be considered. The motion carried unanimously.
